Citizens'  Cojjimiittee  in  Montclair,  then 
spoke  of  the  Work  done  in  restraining 
the  liquor  traflpc  in  that  place.  About  a 
year  ago.  in  a  prayer-meeting,  a  state¬ 
ment  was  made  of  the  tmtragoous  work 
done  by  the  Jiquor-dealers  in  our  village. 

At  that  time  we  had  thirty  saloons.  It 
was  determined  to  organize  a  movement 
fqr  restricting,  the  sale  to  the  limits  al¬ 
lowed  by  thje  law-.  An  Executive  Com 
mittee  was  formed,  consisting  of  one 
from  each  of  tihe  churches.  We  had  lit¬ 
tle  knowledge.;  Dr.  Berry  said  that  what 
was  needed,  w*as  graoe  to  hold  on  rather 
than  grace  t<i>  take  hold.  ( >ur  exjHyience 
led  us  to  see  the  absolute  need  of  the 
support  of  public  sentiment.  We  must 
assume  that  nearly  all  classes  favor  the 
restriction  of  the  liquor  traffic.  We 
wanted  a  platfbrm  broad  enough  to  hold 
the  total  abstainer  and  the  man  who 
thinks  wine  the  good  creature  of  God 
and  vet  w  ill  nqt  use  it  to  excess.  Ho  wf 
gathered  a  Citizens’  Committee  of  10U 
members,  each  one  of  whom  pledged 
himself  to  gite  #25,  in  installments  as 
called  for  by  the  Treasurer.  Five  dollars 
was  paid  down,  giving  us  the  immediate 
use  of  #500  for  the  prosecution  of  our 
work;  but  with  #2,000  still  back  of  us  to 
be  paid  when  called  for.  We  used  the 
first  #400  last  year,  and  called  a  second 
installment  of  #500  the  present  year. 

We  have  now  116  members,  who  have 
never  been  called  together;  but  delegate 
all  their  work  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  fact  that  we  had  #2,500  ami 
100  citizens  behind  us  gave  us  prestige, 
and  was  a  great  help  in  our  work'  T<> 
get  evidence  of  liqOor  selling  on  Sunday 
is  all  but  impossible.
